CUTLERY CARRIED AWAY 
IN OFFAL. 
(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 
Edward Hynes, dairyman’s labourer, of 


New street, was charged, on remand, with 
the larceny of a quantity of silverware, 
forks, spoons, etc., the property of the Shel- 
bourne Hotel. 

At the previous hearing the defendant said 
that he found the articles in offal which he 
removed from the hotel un various dates last 
July. Commenting on that statement, the 
Justice, who found Hynes guilty, said that 
one of the articles was a siver sugar bowl, 
and it was difficult to understand how that 
could have got into the offal. Hynes was 
arrested owing to the action of Mr. Patrick 
Kavanagh, manager of Gorman’s pawn office. 

On the first day of the hearing of the 
case. said Mr. Cussen, a workman was sent 
to the court as representing the hotel. Al- 
though warned by the detective officer. the 
manager of the hotel did not come to court. 
Since then the manager of the hotel had writ- 
ten stating that he was in bad health and 
could not attend. Mr. Cussen said that he 
accepted that explanation. 

Mr. Powell, manager of the hotel, now ap- 
peared in the box to give evidence. 

“What I do not understand,” said Mr. 
Cussen, “ is why you did not send someone 
in a representative position to give evidence 
on the first day of the hearing of this case. 
It is hardly conceivable that these articles 
could consistently find their way out of the 


hotel in pig food. Can you give any ex- 
planation of how the silver spoons and forks 
a sugar bowl and a sauce boat could find 


their way into offal unless they were put 
there deliberately ? ”' 

. Powell said that he thonght it was 
due to carelessness in sorting of the knives 
and forks when they came down. 

Mr. Cussen se it Ge-amet man's 
statement was it. was ppen regu- 
larly. Very probably the Guarda bad re- 
ceived only a small portion of the property 
of the hotel. Was there, he asked, proper 
management of the hotel? , 

Mr. Powell said that this sort of thing 
did occur. course, had = stock- 
taking, and saw how much they lost ip a 
year. Hitherto the “thi had been” re- 
turned when found by -eontractor for 
offal 

Mr. Cussen—I am ‘satisfied that tempta- 
tion was placed in this man’s way, and, as 
he has been in custody since February 24th, 
I now discharge him under the Probation 
Act.

IRELAND'S CONTRIBUTIONS. 
Te meat and live stock import trade of 


Great Britain is a matter of vital 
interest to farmers in the Free State, 
who may in the future capture an increasing 
share of it. Certainly, Britain pays far more 
to overseas countries for meat (including 
bacon) than for any other class of foodstufis. 
In 1951 the total bill for all the beef, mutton, 
pork, bacon and live stock shipped to British 
rts reached the huge figure of £92,000,000. 
is 18 less by nearly 10 per cent. than the 
corresponding figure of the year before—a 
result due simply to lower prices. For all 
kinds of meat imported the quantities were 
heavier than in 1900. 

There were no noteworthy changes in the 
sources of supply last year. Argentina main- 
tained her lead in supplying beef by sendin 
5 million cwt. (72 per cent.) ont of a 
of 12 million cwt. Denmark continued to 
dominate the bacon market, while as regards 
mutton and lamb New Zealand was easily 
first, her consignments of ól million cwt. 
forming just halt. the importe of this kind. 


The Fall in Prices. 


Wholesale prices of imported beef last year 
averaged 42s. 6d. per cwt., nting a 
decline of Ós, a cwt. compared with 1430. 
Mutton salues held up better, the average 
of b9s. a cwt. being but 2s. 6d. lower than 
the year before. 

Eresh pork was imported only from the 
Irish Free State, whose total consignments 
of . 383,000 cwt., it is satisfactory to record, 
were greater by 100,000 cwt, than in 1930. 
Frozen pork arrivals from New Zealand, 
Argentina. and the United States were 
together about half the Irish total. As a 
result oí the fali of fully 20 per cent. in 
values during the year, prices for fresh pork 
averaged barely 66s, per cwt., the frozen 
product being but 2s. a cwt. less.

The Bacon Trade. 


The feature of the-1951 bacon import trade 
was that supplies increased by 20 per cent., 
while prices fell by fully 25 per cent. Britain s 
bill for bacon is greater than for any other 
kind of imported meat, and, even with the 
low prices of last year, it reached £33,000,000. 
Of the M1 million cwt. arriving, Denmark 
sapplied two cwt. out of every three. Holland 
increased her shipments to a total of above 
one million ewt., and Sweden's shipments 
were 600,000 cwt. 

As regards the Free State, it is regrettable 
that exports of bacon to England have fallen 
steadily for several years past. In 1928 they 
were well above 500,000 cwt., but in 2930 had 
dr to 330,000 cwt., and last year were 
but 297,000 cwt. This is the more remarkable 
as Irish bacon always commands the - i 
of any on the British market. In t 
ed 106s. a cwt., compared with 90s. 
while last year's corresponding figures 
were 78s. and .

CAN THE INDIVIDUAL FARMER 
PROTECT HIMSELF? 


While. waiting for the development of the 
agricultural policy of the new Administra- 
tion, Free State farmers Should give eon- 
sideration to the lines on which they can 
work out those meang of agricultural salva- 
tion which lie outside the direct agencies 
of government to provide. At the best, no 
national ggricultural policy can be expected 
to shape itself in time to direct or effectivel 
alter the farm work projected for 1932 33. 
The individual is thus inevitably left to his 
own devices—and this in a world which, 
whatever the future reactions of political 
win may be, grows more intricate and 
interlocked year by year. So involved in 
each others’ welfare do the nations become, 
that individual farmers, finding themselves 
helpless in the presence of world conditions, 
which finally dictate the value even of 
what is consumed at home, may be 
pardoned for refusing to consider 
the conflicting anticipations of the economists. 
Is it not better to keep one’s thoughts upon 
the daily operations of the farm? Why 

speculate upon an uncertain future?

Shelter and Price Fluctuation. 


Unfortunately, the uncertainty of the future 
is the very reason why the farmer must con- 
sider it. Some cases in point arise in con- 
nection with a paper read by Dr. Ruston (a 
noted agricultural economist) at the Farmers’ 
Club ‘last month. It is a general belief, in 
which producers, consumers and the inter- 
vening interests ali share, that sudden and 
violent fluctuations of price are more inimical 
to the success of business than even a paring 
down of profits are to farmers and merchants 
or an increase in prices to consumers. Given 
time, reasonable fluctuations gp row them- 


selves. Rapid and extreme changes are 
disastrous. ow, Dr. Ruston’s view is 
that it is in the “sheltered” branches 


of the farming industries that these rapid 
and uncontrolled leaps and falls in price 
come about. He instances this by pointing 
out that in last Jaly ‘‘ wheat stood 23 points 
below the pre-war level, eggs and poultry 
. , « SL points above, and milk . " 
points above pre-war level.” This naturally 
was followed by a trend towards an increase 
in these sheltered commodities; for example, 
the purchase of milch cows and the alien 
tion of an increased quantity of liquid milk. 
Here is the beginning of a vicious circle: 
Increase in pric’ followed by increase in 
production, preluding decrease in price lead- 
ing towards decrease in production, leading 
round, in turn, to increase in price again. 
There sewms, indeed, no escape from the 
prohibitions and pénalties exacted by the law 
of supply and demand. Dr. Ruston, there- 
fore, concludes that ‘‘ protected commodities 
are liable to mora violent fluctuations of 
price level than those on which the world 
markets had a steadying influence. They 
would possibly be more speculative, and in 
times of glut involve serious loss.” 


Is Perfect Shelter Possible? 


Here, then, is one of the many problems 
which admits of no perfect solution, and 
which the farmer must yet himself attempt 
to solve, mang it “in his stride.”’ For 
rotected markets do seem desirable. 

hether the “‘shelter”’ is provided by nature 
working through soil and climate, as in the 

oduction of our own live stock business, or 
y locality, as in the case of the British 
town milk supply (cited above), or by the 
more uncertain and adventurous method of 
a tariff, farmers who seek it as a refuge from 
the wintry blasts of world competition, are 
sorely tempted to abandon every branch of 
their industry in which the price level is 
determined by world trade alone. Perhaps 
the hope that they can do so is vain. Even 
in the town milk supply the British farmer's 
shelter belt no longer shields his indust 
effectively. Powdered and condensed milk 
have long since broken through it, and the 
last two winters have witnessed the com- 
mencement of & foreign invasion of his liquid 
milk market. In fact. so far as these islands 
are concerned absolute isolation and the com- 
plete ‘‘shelter”’ it brings are at an end. 

Is the farmer, then, to discontinue the 
c and the breeding 
of stock for which nature has 


plainly ed his land? That would be 
an eed Conchacton to reach, Indeed, Dr. 


“money was 
most readily made.”’ moral then is 
the farmer to draw? Is he to put his little 
all into an enterprise which, however promis- 
ing until over-production brings down profits, 
may result in farming at a loss, or at a profit 
so small that he cannot rear his family on it, 


for, perhaps, two or three years in succes- 
sion! 


Some Clues to Profitable Methods. 


We have shown that there is no answer 
applicable to every case. A sidelight on the 
question may, perhaps, be found in a study 
on “ Management factors that influence farm 

ts in South-West Illinois,” just issued 

y the Agricultural Experiment Station at- 
tached to the University of that State. Here 
it was found that profits were the pro- 
duct of many factors: an increase in the 
vomume of business, higher acre yields, a 
larger proportion of the crops which produce 
high profits, the marketing of crops gs io 
live stock rather than directly, better grades 
of live stock. But in particular two facts 
were. made clear. Diversification of crops 
“is a good form of insurance against a bad 
growing season or an adverse market.” Even 
clearer is the second point : “ It was balanced 
farming that made profitable farming.’’ This 
does not necessarily imply following blindly 
someone else’s system. It means exhausting 
the profitable possibility of one’s farm and 
avoiding putting all the eggs in one basket. 

If the problem is whether, say, to keep on 
dairying in a falling butter market or to 
“NO. exclusively in meat, the answer (if 

le type of farm permits) may well be—do 
both, each in proportion to the farm’s possi- 
bilities, rather than to temporary appreciations 
of price. Finally, to return to Dr. Ruston, 
he has a word of advice to those who find 
their “‘shelter’’ insecure: '“ The specula- 
tion,” he writes, “ would lose more than half 
its risks were there introduced more organised 


and orderly systems of marketing Thus 
whatever nch of farming is tried out 
should have the consolidated force of 
organisation behind it. | 
— . 
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ERTAINLY, —rearers” troubles are 
minimised with the long dry spell ; they 
have nothing to fear from wettings, 

which in other seasons caused much havoc 
with stock, The little chicks are getting a 
good chance, but, at the same time, no risks 
should be taken. It is just as necessary, if 
not more so, to protect from harsh east winds 
as from hail and rain. Coops and: brooder 
houses should, therefore, be protected as much 
as possible against eastern breezes, which are 
frequent this season. Any temporary draught 
screen can be requisitioned if movable 
shutters are not available. 

In the case of coops it is a simple matter to 
place them in a sheltered position, facing 
south, so that they will have the maximum 
of sun. It should unnecessary to mention 
that coops should be moved to fresh ground 
each day. The best kinds are those with 
movable wooden floors and slotted fronts; 
these should have a shutter to fit over the 
vpen front at night or on rainy eo The 
hen remains in the coop, while the chicks are 
free to run in and out through the bars, 
which, when possible, should givé access to a 
small wire run. This prevents the birds 
straying. 


Keep the Chickens Growing. 


This is all-important and the main secret 
of success in rearing poultry. Chicks that 
do not thrive in the growing stage will never 
make good birds, so that everything possible 
should be done to help them along. In the 
first place, young chickens, under any cir- 
cumstances, should not be allowed to mix 
with adults. Where this occurs, it is im- 
pussible to provide a diet suitable fer_grow- 
ing; and, again, the young birds will be 
unable to get their proper share of food. 
Consequeatly, they will result in weakly, 
badly-develuped birds, which can never be 
profitable 

The diet question must be senously con- 
sidered, and the two essential points which 
must enter into the system adopted are, first,

As regards the dry feeding, there are now 
many excellent Ean Foe ared grain foods 
sold for chicks. Care should be exercised, 
though, when purchasing them. Those with 
a large proportion of coloured seeds should 
be avoided, as they are largely “' sureen- 
ings *’ and most indigestible. When usng 
dry foods for baby chicks, choose a nmuxture 
consisting of a few kinds of small s:ains, 
which should be sound and free from musti- 
ness. It might be still more satisfactory to 
make up a mixtare of equal parts of put- 
head catmeal, tinely-cracked wheat, ard very

finely-cracked maize. 

Separated or skim milk and fine grit should 
also be given until the chicks are a week old 
Then the grain mixture can be supplemented 
by chicken meal, or by a dry mash consisting 
of the following :—Four parts of bran, 2 parts 
white as ig 1 part Sussex ground oats or 
oatmeal, 1 part maize meal, 4-part fish or 
meat and bone meal (all parts by weight). 
To promote the necessary exercise, the 
grains should be scattered in the clean litter 
of the brooder or house. Give green food 
from the sixth day; if suitable greens can- 
not be secured, substitute sprouted oats. 

As an aid to quicker growth, in the case 
of dry mash rearing, one meal of soft food 
could be given every day, preferably in the 
morning. This additional feed need not be 
supplied until the birds are three weeks old. 
It may consist of finely flaked, cooked maize. 
or biscuit meal moistened with milk and 
dried off with pollard. Maize or oatmeal 
porridge, dried off with bran and pollard; 
potatoes mashed and mixed with oatmeal. or 
boiled rice dried with oatmeal are all suitable 
for this purpose. Give as much as the birds 
will eat up in about ten minutes. When 
about twc months bring the chickens 
gradually on to the ordisfary laying mash. 
At this age they can be given equal parts of 
good oats and small whéat as grain food. 


Things to Remember. 


Supply fresh water at least once a day 
Place the drinking vessels in the shade, so as 
to keep the water cool. Supply grit from the 
beginning; this should be sharp and small, 
such as finely broken flint. 

When transferring chicks from the broode: 
to ‘‘arks"’ or other portables, keep them in 
batches of the same size, This prevents back- 
ward birds from lagging still more. 

The safest litter for young = chicks 
hrooders is finely cut straw. Other forms of 
litter are apt to be eaten by the youngsters, 
resulting in crop and internal troubles. 

en ssiling ‘‘day-olds”’ be sure that they 
are perfect, dry before packing. Once in 
this condition they should be packed imme- 
diately, not more then two dozen in each box. 
Wooden boxes are the most satisfactory; the 
two dozen size measure :5in. square by 6in, 
high. When -at all possinle, despatch at 
night, as they will travel much better than 
by day. 

When chicks appear ailing and not inclined 
to feed. examine their feathers, especially 
about the head. The cause of the trouble is 
very often the presence of ticks, which can 
be prevented by the provision of a “ dust 
beth.” When reared with hens, this trouble 
is more prevalent, unless the precaution of 
first treating the hen be taken.

Many farmers, even in regions where 
winters are generally open and mild, fight shy 


But where pastures have been improved so 
that they start growth earlier in spring and 
continue growing later into the autumn or 
even winter, oat where a proportion of the 
asturage has been specially saved for winter 
eep, the cost of early lambing need not 
frighten anybody. Many farmers would 
be astonished to find how well ewes 
and lambs thrive on fresh winter 
pastures, yn 1w out when necessary with 
good hay (which is surely cheap enaugh), 
and some kale or mangels. Rock salt, aiso, 
should always be within reach. 

In most parts of the South, of recent 
wears, at all events, grass flocks have lambed 
successfully out of doors in January with no 
more than natural shelters around the fields. 
But January lambing. will merely help to 
even out supplies and relieve, to some extent, 
the summer glut. If fat lambs are to be 

rovided in January, February and March. 
aile will have to begin in September and 

o on through the remainder of the year. 
For September or October lambing only the 
Dorset Horn can be relied upon. The Dorset 
Down, in the district round Bridgwater, 
lambs in November and December, and 
would probably do so elsewhere. Most of 
the Down breeds can be got to lamb in 
December. 

“When full advantage can be taken of our 
latest knowledge on pasture improvement, 
both as regards plant species and fertilisers, 
autumn lambing is relatively economical]; for, 
in the milder districts, grass.is then plentiful 
and ‘nutritious. Furthermore, the “fi” 
season is practically over, and the flock re- 
quires comparatively little attention. 

For the early-lamb market, the main 
essential is weight-for-age—namely, 70-80Ib. 
alive or 35 to 40lb. dead at about 14 weeks 
old. There is a remarkable sameness, at that 
early age, in the carcases of different breeds 
and crosses. The éssentials are a good milk- 
ing ewe and a good quality ram of early- 
maturing breed with his mutton on the right 
places. 
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A DESTRUCTIVE BIRD— 
THE WOOD PIGEON, 


WING to the serious losses caused to 
CO) farm crops by wo pigeons, these 

destructive pests are not afforded the 
benefit of the Wild Birds Protection Act, and 
in areas in which it is abundant, persistent 
shooting is necessary. This time of the year, 
waen trees are bare, is specially suitable to 
effective shooting. Three principal methods 
are employed :— (1) Organised and syncronised 
shoots over a large area; (2) waiting in cover 
for the incoming birds at roosting time; and 
(3) shooting from a “‘hide,’’ with or without 
a decoy. 

The first is a good method of reducing the 
birds, provided taat a fairly large area is 
covered, that the guns are sufficiently expert 
and numerous, and that the time for the shoot 
is generally agreed upon by all concerned. 
Groups of guns are stationed at suitable 
points, and the essentials to success are that 
the birds shall be kept constantly on the move 
and that as muca noise and commotion as 
possible shall accompany the proceedings. 

The second method is useful if the pigeons’ 
roosting places can be marked down without 
preliminary disturbance of the birds. It calls 
for quick and accurate shooting, and is better 
from a sporting point of view than from the 
strictly utilitarian. 

The taird method is the one most generally 
adopted, and if judgment is used as to the 
“pitch ” selected, and care is taken when 
entering and leaving the hide. it is possible 
that more can be accomplished in this 
way than in any other. In the first 
place, tae shots presented are much 
easier than those usually available under the 
other methods. A moderate or even a poor 
shot can, with reasonable care, account for 
quite large bags on suitable days, for in 
practically every instance the pigeons can be 


shot at rest, either on a tree or on the 
ground. 


How to Proceed. 


The hide can be situated in or near any 
field where pigeons have been observed to be 
feeding. An ideal place for it is a dry ditch 
under a hedge between two fields. If there 
are a few isolated trees near at hand, so 
much the better, for pigeons will almost in- 
variably settle in them for a final survey be- 
fore coming to earth. The hide itself should 
be constructed of materials that are natural 
to the district, and should, of course, be as 
imeconspicuous as possible. It should be 
roomy and comfortable, and should be roofed 
in with twigs, grass and other rough herbage 
gathered close at hand, and a few spy-holes 
should be pierced at convenient points. 

It should be remembered that any visible 
movement of the shooter’s person or gun may 
be fatal to the chances of a shot. Pigeons 
do not worry overmuch about slight, unex- 
plained noises, provided always that the 
causes of such noises remain unseen; but a 
protruding, moving gun barrel or finger tip. 
if detected, will cause any pigeon to depart 
in a hurry. i 

In places where food is plentiful and which 
are habitually visited by feeding pigeons, de- 
coys may be dispensed with, but it is, never- 
theless, always advisable to use these if pos- 
sible. One, two, three or more can be put 
out, but two should be found sofficient; in-

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HOME-CURED BACON. 
HE curing of bacon to be offered for sale 
| has passed from the farm to the fac- 
tory, with the result that the curing 
process has been more or less standardised. 
As a consequence, apart from variations which 
are the outcome of different systems of Big. 
feeding, purchased bacon is now tolerably 
uniform in quality and flavour. 


Proportion of Salt. 


But on many farms it is still customary to 
cure one or two bacon carcases for home con- 
sumption, and it is not. too much to say that 
the quality of the home product could be 
much improved. Most farmhouse bacon even 
to-day is too fat and much over-salted. This 
excessive saltness us not in the last necessary, 
nor does it prevent the bacon from becoming 
“rusty” on keeping. At the same time it 
must be remembered that mild-cured bacon. 
tike Danish or Wiltshire, is i: possible for 
farmhouse purposes, as it will not keep right 
through the summer, which is necessary for 
farmhouse bacon. 


Methods of Curing. 


Many different methods of curing are pos- 
sible, and are adopted in different parts of 
the country. The basis of them all is common 
salt, with a smaller quantity of saltpetre, 
which, though a very efficient preservative, 
must be carefully used, as it hardens the 
meat, Saltpetre gives the bright pink colour 
to the lean meat, which would otherwise be 
greyish in colour. Sugar is also used where 
the bacon is to be cured in brine, and this is 
net. only a mild preservative, but imparts to 
the bacon a slight sweetness, which is pleas- 
ing if not overdone. Occasionally pepper- 
corns, mustard seed, and chillies are boiled 
in water, and the liquor added to the brine 
to give a slightly spicy flavour. But this is 
not necessary, and does not add to the keep- 
ing qualities of the bacon. Boraic acid and 
other chemical prservatives should not be 
employed. They are, undoubtedly, prejudi- 
cial to health, and their use as a preserva- 
tive in bacon, dairy produce, and other food- 
stuffs offered for sale in Great Britain is now 
prohibited by law. 


Dry Salting. 


In the dry-salting of bacon the meat is 
simply rubbed with salt, being turned and 
resalted daily for about 14 days, all the 
liquid that oozes out of the meat, or comes 
from the liquefaction of the salt, bein 
allowed to drain away. A small quantity o 
saltpetre, Weir about 2 os, per score of 
carcase, 18 also rubbed in along with the first 
lot of salt. The actual quantity of salt 
used in this process is immaterial, so long 
as it is enough to keep the meat powdered 
with salt during the whole pesiod. 

But, in the opinion of most connoisseurs, 
the bacon “ower by the dry-salting pro- 
cess is inferior to that obtained 3 the 
sugar-brine method, 
process a 
tub or salting trough is required, 
sonata iis Rania as or less 
cov t iquid. quantities of 

terials required are about 1} Ib, of salt, 
Ib of “foot” or brown moist sugar, and 
oz. of saltpetre per score of the meat to 


the blood and moisture from the meat. At 
the end of this time take out the meat and 
throw all the liquid away. ' Then take each 
piece again and rub in, first of all, the salt- 
petre, using all of it in this operation. Next 
day rab in more salt and sugar, and lav the 
pieces this time with the rind upwards. Do 
not throw away the liquid, but allow it to 
accumulate, and each day rub in more salt 
and sugar till all is used at about the fourth 
or fifth day from starting, changing the 
position of the pieces at each rubbing. 


Changing Sides. 


After this, all that is necessary is to change 
the position of the pieces in the tub, either 


is completely immersed: in the brine. It is 
also a good plan to scoop up some of the 
salt-laden liquid and throw it over those pieces 
that are not actually covered by the brine. If 
this is done it does not matter in the least if 
the tub is too small for all the pieces to lie on 
the bottom so that they have to be piled one 
on top of the other. As a general rule 
no water should be added to the brine, for it

Thorough Curing. 


The length of time that bacon should be 
in the, pickle depends on the size of the 
pig dealt with, and .the time the bacon is 
required to keep. As farmhouse bacon is 
often kept throughout the whole summer, the 
curing should be thorough? and it will te 
found that to make certain of it rem@ining 
in good condition through the summer the 
bacon of a pig of 8-score should be treated 
for 16 days, that of a 12-score pig for 20 
days, and that of a 15-17-score pig for 24 
days, counting from the day of the first 
salting. In every case the hams should have 
an extra seven , and they will then keep 
in excellent condition for oP or eighteen 
months, and improve in quality all the time, 
For immediate use, and when the bacon is 
to be smoked the periods of pickling can be 
shortened by three or four days, but the 
full time hams is advisable in every case.

PHILADELPHIA AND 
IRISH PLAY.

HE critics and public of Philadelphia 
confess themselves bewildered by “The 
Moon in the Yellow River,’’ Mr. Denis 

Johnston’s Abbey Theatre play which was 
presented on the evening of February 15th 
by the New York Theatre Guild at the 
Garrick Theatre, Philadelphia. 

“There were two remarks often repeated 
in the lobby between the acts,’’ says one 
critic, “One was, ‘I don’t know what 


i this 1s all about,’ and the other, ‘But I’m 


interested.” ““One must be familiar with 
political conditions in Ireland,” says the 
critic of the PAidadelphia Enqurer, ' to 
appreciate the bitterness of Mr. Johnston's 
preachment . .. . (which) is another ex- 
position of the rancour and enmity the 
individual in Ireland feels for organised 
government thaí in any way subscribes to the 
domination of the Crown.” That is a bad 
shot; but, as the critic of the Bulletin re- 
marks, “He has emphasised the insularity of 
his country in such fashion that the outsider 
indeed may be forgiven a certain puzzlement 
at much that happers.” “I do not believe,” 
says the Record critic, “that ‘The Moon in 
the Yellow River’ will be what is known as a 
popular success, unless it be as a sort of 
theatrical curiosity.” 

To judge by the space given to the play b 
the Philadelp ian newspapers, '“ The Moon in 
the Yellow River” is causing something of - 
stir in America. It may be noted that the 
authorship is ascribed to “ Denis Johnston,” 
rather than to the '“E. W. Tocher” of the 
Abbey Theatre programmes. 


A BRILLIANT PRODUCTION. 


All the newspapers acree that the Theatro 
Guild gave the play a magnificent production. 
“ Clande gum says one of them, “is 
electrifying as Dobelle, so much so that it is 
difficult to take one’s eyes from him, even 
when he is in the background and others are 
doing the talking.” her members of tha 
cast were Josephine Williams (Agnes), 
Gertrude Flynn (Blanaid), Egon Brecher 
(Tausch), Alma Kruger (Aunt Columba), 
Edward Nannery (George), John Daly 
pod a (Captain Potts), Barry MacCullum 
(Willie), Henry Hull (Darrell Blake) and 
William Harrigan (Commandant).

AN IRISH DRAMA LEAGUE, 

“There is a tremendous artistic revival 
taking place throughout England.

This.is the considered opinion of Lord Esher, 
the new chairman of the -British Drama 
League, with which is now associated the 
Village Drama Society. During the twelve 
years of its existence the League has enrolled 
about 1,600 drama groups, has a lending 
library of some 17,000 volumes on dramatic 
subjects, and assists amateur societies with 
properties and costumes. 

At its drama competitions about 600 groups 
are now competing im al! parts of Great 
Britain, and the winning groups will come 
to London in May to compete for the 
Challenge Cup presented by rd Howard 
de Walden, President of the nee. 

The United States has its flourishing Drama 
League, with its Belasco Cup competitions, 
its library, and its official organ, just as in 
England, aud there seems now to be an 
urgent necessity for the foundation of a 
similar organisation in Ireland, There are 
hundreds of amateur dramatic societies in 
all parts of the country, and much effort is 
wasted through the absence of a central 
organisation to assist and guide the groups. 
Perhaps, an Irish Drama League will come 
this year?

£50,000. The Church for ten years’ past had 
been able to undertake expenditure in many 
directions unthought of twenty years ago. 
The chief danger now was that of undertaking 
for the future more than pffidence would 
allow. 
If constant desire for change, almost rest- 
lessness, was a sign of life and vitality, then 
they might fairly claim that the Church of 
Ireland was, indeed, alive and vital. In an 
age of change and organisation they had made 
and were making many changes, and might 
be pursuing organisation too far; over organ- 
isation ran the risk of losing sight of its own 
object and of exalting the machine above the 
work.

HE value of sterling in relation to other 
currencies fluctuated erratically on 
the Foreign Exchatige Market yesterday.

All the fire engines in the city—about 
fourteen, including five fire escapes—were 
rushed to the scene, and when the Tara 
street section arrived first petrol tins 
were exploding. The fire seemed to spread 
with great rapidity from end to end of 
the garage, and the thick black smoke 
from. twelve burning motor cars, oil, 
motor tyres and wood made the work of

The Japanese Government denies that i€ 
has been recently concentrating troops cn 
the Korean-Soviet border, and it is 
authoritatively learned here that Mr. 
Hirota, the Ambassador in Moscow, has 
been instructed to transmit this denial ta 
the Soviet Government. 

Mr. Hirota is also to ask how the Soviet 
account for the concentration of their 
troops at Possiet Bay, in view of the 
general Soviet contention that the Ports. 
mouth Treaty forbids either Japan of 
Russia to concentrate troops in 
Korean-Russian border regions. 

The authorities here, however, consider 
that the reports that the Soviet have 
massed 100,000 men in the Ussuri district 
are greatly exaggerated. A Japanese Con- 
sular report from Habarovsk estimates 
that the number of Soviet troops in that 
region has been doubled during the past 
month or two, but the total figure is put 


at about 50,000.

The new autonomous State of Mans 
churia, or, to give it its official title, 
Manchow-Kuo, was founded this afternoon, 
and Mr. Henry Pu Yi, or Hsuan-Tung, the 
former ‘‘ Boy Emperor” of China, was 
sworn in as Chief Executive Officer. 

There were forty-five persons present at 
the simple ceremony, including the leading 
officials of the new State 

One of the chief factors in the new situa- 
tion is the choice of the twenty-five years 
old Manchu ex-ruler to preside over the 
destinies of the land of his fathers. This 
is virtually a partial restoration of the 
Manchu Dynasty, that, up to 1911, for 
several centuries ruled the great Chinese 
Empire, and, quite apart from objection 
to the loss of Manchuria, may be regarded 
by the Chinese as something approaching 
a challenge to their recently acquired rev 
publican institutions. 

If size were the sole determining factor, 
Manchow-Kuo might be counted a sturdy 
child. Manchuria proper has an area of 
some 363,000 square miles, and is thus, 
roughly, four times the size of Great 
Britain, while its population is estimated 
at between 25,000,000. and 30,000,000 
people.

CHANGING MALE BIRDS.

Breeders should always keep a close watch on 

the breeding pens to see that the males 
are active and attending te the hens, 
and, if there is amy sign of want of 
attention, the male should be changed. 


Frequeatiy in a pen that has been mated 
for some months all that is required to 
restore vigour is rest for the male bird. 


A system of keeping two males for each 
pen and changing them each week 
alternately has been adopted by many 
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breeders, and this has been found to give 
increased fertility. Of course, fanciers 
who are rae eter about show points 
would not think of having two separate 
males for the same pen, but with utility 
breeders, where egg production is all that 
is required, it does not matter. 
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
